Dru g-free truck-stop law 


SPRINGFIELD A new law_will make Illinois the first stat in 
the United States to create drug-free zones at rest areas and truck 
stops. 

Lawmakers have cleared the road for the bill to become law after 
endorsing minor technical changes made by Goy. Jim Edgar 

The legislation was proposed by Secretary of State George Ryan at 
the request of Ryan’s Safe Trucking Task Force and the Illinois 
Truck Stop Association 


The bill creates stricter penalties for anyone caught selling drugs or 
counterfeit drugs within 1,000 feet of any of the 65 truck stops and 31 
rest areas in Ilinois 

It is patterned after the drug-free school zones created by earlier 
state law. 

The measure aimed at stopping drug sales to truckers imposes .a 
Class 1 felony punishable by up to-15 ye: in prison for a first 
offense and a Class 2 felony carrying up to 30 years in prison for a 
second conviction. 2 

“This statute tells pushers that thegsll_pay_an_extra_price if they 
peddle drugs to truckers and other motorist Ryan said. 

“Drugs are a major factor in fatal truck crashes. There it 
truck stop operator in this state who thinks drivers should 
ready access to drugs, and they want drug dealers out of their places 
of business.””

Meaning is vital _ 
part of reading

In respanse’ to the letter, 
Flawed teaching methods 
blamed," whole-language is not 
a method of reading instruction 








It is a philosophy that embraces 
many methods of teaching read- 
ing 


The methods are based on the 
idea that making meaning from 
words is the most important 
objective of reading instruction 

Proponents of whole-language 
believe that meaning is often 
lost children painfully sound 
out words in small fragments 

I am not proposing that pho- 
nics is not a successful method 
of teaching children to read. I 
myself, learned to read fluently 
by this method 











However, phonics does ~ not 
meet the needs of many chil- 
dren. For example.. it does not 


take into account the many dif 
ferent dialects spoken by chil 
dren 

Many African-American. chil- 
dren learn to sound out words 
based on-"stundard English” 
pronunciations. Since they do not 
speak ‘standard English,” the 
words they sound ‘out are often 
not recognized by them 

















Many ‘‘standard English” 
speaking ‘children are not pho- 
netie readers. They cannot audi 





torily discriminate between vi

el sounds such as “‘short e’” and 
short i” or distinguish between 
the sounds ‘sh’ and “ch” or 
“dr and “j,"’ to name a few 
examples 

Often, children’ who know. all 
the letter. sounds cannot put 
them together into words. Ever 
more often, children ‘who suc 





cessfully sound out each word in 
a sentence have no.idea what 
they have just read 

When children substitute words 
such. as father for. daddy, it is 
not ~because_they are confused. 
On the contrary, it is evidence of 
a mature reader wrapped up in 
the meaning of a passage rather 
than. concentrating on-individual 
words 
__ Children who skip over words 
they. do not. recognize are 
attempting to “decode” the word 
by using the surrounding words 
to see what makes sense. Teach 
ers of phonics use this- same 
“sword attack” skill when - chil- 
dren are unable to sound out a 
word -

When a person sustains a personal injury 
resulting from someone else's negligence, the 
d party is often faced with a decision of 
whether to settle the case or take it to trial 
Many times an insurance company will offer 
the victim. a sum of money to settle out of 
Court, and the ques n arises as to whether it 
terest to accept it 
ent case, a person was in an 
ile accident and sustained neck and 
back injuries. He treated at the emergency 
room and then received follow-up care from his 
family physician. He eventually wound up 
treating with a chiropractor and missed several 
weeks of work.

One disadvantage to taking the case to trial 
involves the delay. in the Court process. A ma 
jor personal injury case could take as much as 
three to four years to go to trial. Many people 
do not want to wait this long. In-addition, there 
is expense in preparing a case tor trial. There 
are Court costs involved, the expense of 
depositions which are sworn statements taken 
prior to trial, and the cost of having an expert 
witness come to Court totestify. Finally, many 
victims, do not want to go to trjal because they 
are fearful of taking the witness stand and 
because they do not want to miss work to’ ap- 
pear in Court 


if light of these considerations, whether it is 
best to settle depends upon the facts in each 
given situation. The victim in’ our example 
decided to accept the offer and avoid the has- 
sle of taking it to Court. It ts probably best to 
consult with one’s attorney before making a 


* decision in any particular case.
